fhe Quarreis and the Bickerings uf the Georgia Offico 
Seeking Republ cans—Ancther Gecrgia Clam 
to be Pressed Through Congress—The 
Civil Service Reform Question, Etc. 


Special to the Constitution. 

Wasnineton, December 23.—Free discus- 
sion of the Pendleton bill has brought out 
amid allits trash and hypocrisy some excel- 
lent food for reflection. Seuator Cockerill’s 
long speech to-day was 4 powerful arraign- 
ment of the republican rule of this country. 
The senator is not a strong debater or a tell- 
ing speaker, but-here he builded on facts, 
and his close adherence to the history of the 
past decade made his speech unanswerable. 
In other words, he made the republican 
party convict itself. Senator Brown has by 
persistent effort forced the adoption of his 
amendment striking out the provision that 
all examinations shall be for the lowest 
grade of office. The effect isto throw open 
all places of whatever grade to free competi- 
tion. He means to offer another amend- 
ment setting this forth in so many words that 
there may be no quibbling as to the infer- 
ence. This and ali improvements on the 
original bill serve a double purpose for good. 
They make a fairer law in the event of its 
adoption, and they chill the ardor of the re- 
publican support that was at first enthusias- 
tic because it thought it had found a 
neat way of retaining control of the 
departments. The bill will go through the 
senate, but may be still further amended. In 
the house it will have to run its chances with 
the Kasson bill, whose finical author will 
doubtless wish to prove the supriority of his 
own measure. While this comparison of 
merits is progressing the house may take up 
more impertant business than bills which it 
is confessed will be dead letter laws if ever 
passed. : : 

Mr. Reese has taken hold of the bill to give 
Augusta a $100,000 public building, and will 
make every endeavor to get it through this 
session. 

Senator Brown’s adopted resolution, re- 
questing the secretary of war to furnish in- 
formation as to the progress of the improve- 
ments on the Savannah and Brunswick har- 
bors and the rivers of Georgia, will prove of 
value. The resolution also asks the secretary 
to state whether a suspension of the work at 
any point at this time would prove detri- 
mental. 

The senate’s refusal to adjourn for the 
holidays keeps some of the Georgia members 
herej who would otherwise have gone home. 
Messers Blount, Cook, Reese, and Turner 
have leaves of absence and will go to Georyia 
to attend to important business. The great 
rush of members from the city is almost cer- 
tain to leave the house without a quorum. 
[It is said in this connection that Robeson’s 
resolution to fin@é every member absent 
without leave $50 foreach day heis gone 
amounts to nothing. It reads ‘‘during the 
holidays’ an _ indefinite expression, It 
requires the clerk to ~ notify the 
sergeant-at-arms who shall ar- 
raign§ the Sdelinquent, and then the fine is 
imposed, ‘‘unless he is excused by the house.”’ 
Here are four or five loop holes big enough to 
allow the escape of the ponderous Robeson 
himself. Next week will turn out very little 
congressional work. 

WASHINGTON, December 24.--The Tresevant 
cluim is not the only draft Georgia is likeiy to 
make on the federal treasury at this session. 
There is another claim for about twenty thou- 
sand dollars, which came near getting through 
last session. It passed the senate and is now 
in the handsof the house committee, During 
the period, from 1812 to 1820, Georgia ad- 
vanced various sums to carry on tbe common 
defense both against the British and the In- 
dians. Like ail tne claims of this kind, in 
favor of the state, this is clearly a just debt. 
No effort will be made to deny that. Since 
the Georgia delegation made sucha strong 
showing tor the Tresevant claim Mr. Holman 
may Omit his usual suggestion to credit this 
amount on the land tax levied upon Georgia 
during the war. Mr. Tuggle has charge of the 
pending claim. Heis very confident of get- 
ting it through at the present session. 

@EORGIA REPUBLICANS,

THE TOBACCO MEN 
are besieging congress to hasten and let them 
know what it means to do about the proposed 
reducion of the tax. Several delegations 
have »cen here to represent this enormous 
interced. While the representatives and sena- 
iors from the great tobacco growing states 
like Kentucky and Virginia are spurring 
both houses to some action that will 
enliven the manufactories now almost 
paralyzed because of the uncertain 
attitude of congress. Some of the big con- 
cerns are losing fearfully. In New York 
over 18,000 persons depend on this industry 
for a living. Many of these are now out of 
employment, and some of their employers 
claim to be losing as high as from $200 to 
$500 a day. Mr. Randolph Tucker tried to 
get the house to pledge itself to some policy 
on the tobacco tax yesterday, but objeccions 
cut him off. The senate passed a resolution 
declaring its preference for an advance an- 
nouncement of acoming reduction over the 
pM@ling of arebale on the present tax. In 
some of the ardent champions of 
so interest will insist on the equity

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demnity. There may yet be a warm contest 
on this point. 
NOTES. 

The supreme court room was crowded to 
heer Conkling argue the California ra./road 
case. He wok a very wide 
range and garnished his argument with both 
rhetoric and poetry. What is called his re- 
cital of the inside history of the fourteenth 
amendment was tantamount to proclaiming 
that the amendment was framed not to aid 
the negro, but to humiliate the south. This 
may not be true, but it was a fair inference 
from Mr. Conkling’s petty explanation. 

Tobacco dealers and manufacturers are 
pouring in to ask that congress settie the tax 
question as soon as possible. The present 
state of uncertainty is very demoralizing, 
and has already entailed heavy losses on the 
large concerns. Mr. Tucker tried without 
success to get some definite announcement 
from the house on the question to-day.

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A YOUNG VIOLINIST'S TROUBLES. 
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In Love wlth a Daughter and Kun Off with the 
Mother. 

PHILADELPHIA, December 25.—‘‘Benny”’ 
Faeder, the young vivlinist, whosefescapade 
with Rosa Bress'er, the daughter of a wealthy 
New York furrier, whom he finally married, 
created such a sensation in this city about a 
year ago, has again come before the public, 
this time in the role of complainant against 
his mothei-in-law.. On Saturday last Faeder 
appeared at the office of the society for the 
prevention of cruelty to children and lodged 
information to the effect that Mrs. Bressler 
had deserted her eighteen-months-old 
Sniant, Amandus, having left it at 

house on tleetwood street. 
cuosequently the mother-in-law vig- 
ited the office cf the Children’s society, and, 
while consenting to take care of the baby, 
charged that Faeder was the father of the 
chiid,. A Warrant was sworn out for the ar- 
rest of fhe violinist, but the case was aiter- 
ward dropped. Faeder’s iot has been a pecu- 
liarly unpleasantone. Originally the protege 
of tne rich furrier, Faeder, who developed 
musical taste and capabilities ol more than 
anjordinary character, was,at the iiistance and 
expense of Bressler, sent to Europe to be 
educated. Mrs. Bressler and her handsowe 
daughter were living in Germany, where 
they were found by the young violinist, whv 
decided to make his home with them. It 
was not long before both the mother and 
daughter feli in love with him, and the hus- 
band, who had been jealous of his wife, 
went to Leipsic only to find- that Faeder, 
Mrs. Bressler and Rosa had fled to London, 
the wife taking with her plate and jewels 
valued at $10,000. The enraged husband 
traced them to their place of residence and 
caused the arrest of Faeder, but the com- 
plaint was subsequently dismissed by the 
magistrates. When Faeder started fur this 
country he was accompanied by the two 
women, whom he escorted to the Louse of his 
father on Myrtle street, this city. The young 
musician obtained a position as second vio- 
linist in the orchestra at the Chestnut street 
theater. One day in the early part of last 
year, ‘“‘Benny”’ and Rosa disappeared, and 
when they aguin appeared among those who 
knew them it was as man and wile, a faci 
which was concealed for some time. In Sep- 
tember last, while Mrs. Bressler and ier 
daughter were in Atlantic City, Faeder ap- 
peared on the scene and there was a row be- 
tween the man and his mother-in-law, and 
the young violinist was forbidden the house. 
Since then the woman has given her son-in- 
law considerable trouble. 


FIVE MEN KAILLED, 
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A Terrible Accident om a Virginis Railroud—Another 
Near St. Leuls 

RICHMOND, December 25.—A collision of a 
train occurred last night at eight minutes 
after midnight. on the Chespeake and Ohio 
railroad, by which five men were killed and 
two wounded. It appears that the west bound 
express train which left Richmond at 4p. m. 
yesterday, aiter passing Milboro station avout 
three miles, going at a rate of thirty-five 
miles per hour, it Wwasrun into by a frieght 
train which was running on the passenger 
train’s time, Causing the casualties above 
mentioned and badly wrecking both engines 
and the baggage and combination. The killed 
were Chris UC, Leach, engineer of the passen- 
ger train; Jno. W. Alsop, baggage master; 
L. L. Loving and J. E. O'Neil, tiremen of the 
trains, and Jeo. E. Netherland, brakeman of 
the passenger train. The wounded are KE. 
Hvooshead, express manager, and 
Hicksworth, passenger, of West Virginia. 
Both slightly. The cause was the freight 
train being thirty-five minutes behind and 
running on the express train's time. The 
conductor of the freigut train claims that his 
Watch was over half an hour slow. 

FATAL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

St. Levis, December 25.—An east bound 
passenger train on the Wabash road last 
night collided with an engine end caboose on 
acurye near Carpenter. Both engines were 
kuocked off the track. George Silsbee, en- 
gineer of the passenger train, and Hank 
Vresser, conductor of the engine and ¢Ca- 
boose, were kilied. Captain Hule and Ed. 
Bramble were dashed against the postal boxes 
in the mail cars, receiving severe injuries, 
ynd several passengers are reported somewhat 
injured. The cause of the accident was the 
contusion of orders. ;

A Scandal, a Morsewhipping, a Murder, a Suicide and 
wo Arrests. 

DurRaAnGo, Col., December 25.—A peculiar 
and bloody double tragedy, which originated 
in a scandal, has transpired here. A_ short 
tinie ago reports were circulated derogatory 
to the character of Miss Hawkins and Mrs. 
Moore, of this place, and the upshot of the 
scandal wa3 that those females sought out Dr. 
Kvetsky, a prominent physician, and gave 
hun a horsewhipping on the street, charging 
him with being the author of the slanders 
about them. ‘This happened two weeks ago. 
Kvetsky denied the churge against his veraci- 
ty, and accused Dr. Cl«y, his partner, of in- 
Sligating the wome to assault him, and 
smarting under the disgrace, he shot Clay 
dead. Yesterday Evetsky committed suicide 
by taking poison. Miss Hawkins and Mrs. 
Moore have both been arrested. Evetsky’s 
friends claim that he was entirely innocent 
of circulating the alleged slanders imputed to 
him. Thegntire affair has created a tremen- 
dous seusat¥on.

FOR THE REPUBLICAN PRESIDEN- 
TIAL NOMINATION, 


Ben Harrison, of Indiana— Allison, of lowa--Windon, 
of Minnesot —Blaine, ofMaine—Arthur, of New 
York—What Their Hopes, Plans, and 
Chances Are—Review ofthe Field. 


Wasuincton, D. C., December 25.—General 
Ben Harrison, of Indiana, stood lighting a 
cigar, ready to take a train for New York. I 
asked a western senator who stood by: 

‘‘What about his presidentiai chances?’ 

“That man has a better assemblage of dec- 
orated, ornamented, and embellished possi- 
bilities for the presidential nomination than 
He came into 
public life in Washington too late to enter 
into the strifes which have created the 
structive republican factions. He is not dis 
liked by the stalwarts, nor by the half- 
breeds, and could be supported by both. He 
has the traditions which would help to make 
him popular;-he is the descendant oi the 
regicides; one of his ancestors was in the 
first constitutional convention; his grand- 
father was president of the United States; his 
father was amanof note; he is himself a 
man of brain, of self-poise, of ability. He 
makes a good speech. He has made no blund- 
ers. He is keen, quick-witted. He comes 
from a good local point. He is central.’’ 

‘Is he an earnest candidate?’’ 

‘‘Heis, most certainly. That is his weakest 
point. He is at heart a most positive candi- 
date, and he is very confident that he will 
win. Every movement that he makes indi- 
cates his extraordinary confidence in bis ris- 
Ing star.” 
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ALLISON. 

Allison passea by. The same gentleman 
continued: ‘‘The chance may fall upon him. 
He has excellent points. He has been gener- 
ally free from any suspicion of sympathy 
with factional contests. He has not, how- 
ever. been wholly successful in keeping bim- 
self at peace with Blaine. Their reiations are 
not as friend!y as they used to be. Blaine 
thinks, and has said, that Allison did not 
help bim in Chicago as he should have 
done.’’ 

WINDOM. 

Windom stood near. ‘What about him?’ 
I asked. 

‘‘Windom is not without chances. Heisa 
man of good deal of ability and of note- 
worthy equipoise. He is sirong with botn 
factions. He comes from a good section. fle 
is very available. He could unite the repub- 
licans in the disaflected states as well as apy 
other man. Besides, he isa man of luck, 
He, however, would be likely tuo encounter 
the Opposition of Blaine. In tact, Blaine 
holds him responsible for keeping the vote 
of Minnesota away from him at Chicago, and 
Blaine thinks, and has said, that if he could 
have had the vote of that state at the proper 
time he would have received the nomina- 
tion.”’ 

BLAINE. 

“T see that you make frequent mention of 
the name Blaine. Do you regard him as an 
active presidential candidate?’ 

‘An active candidate, no. But I reaily be- 
lieve that Blaine expects to be the dark horse 
in the next presidential natioaal convention. 
I do not believe that he has tormed any defi- 
nite programme. Iam confident that he ex- 
pects to be the dark herse. He talks freely 
and naturally with his friends. I have taiked 
with bim. He discusses the chances of the 
candidates without reserve. He said to some 
of his friends that he never again would or- 
ganize another movement to aitempt to Cap- 
ture &@ nominating convention, but he is by 
no means, out of the field. He will, 
I think, pursue the policy of 
setting one candidate against another; of in- 
citing the friends of one man against those of 
another man at the convention, and in some 
disturbed moment, at some period of panic, 
his own name will be mentioned; and it is 
his hope that he will come into the nomiua- 
tion under such circumstances with a hurrah, 
lt is asensational programme, if it is a pro- 
yramme. J do not suppose it is as yet a well 
defined plan; but, so far as Blaine has any 
definite scheme with respect to the noiwinat- 
Ing convention, | think itis some shadowy, 
remote piece of fireworks hke that, He 
hopes that his name will be seep fn the 
aureole overthe discrowned heads of both 
factions and of all the candidutes.’’ 

ARTHUR. 

“And what are the chances of President 
Arthur?’ I asked. ‘‘Do you consider hiim 
quite outof the race?’ 

‘“‘He has no possible chance to have 
name even mentioned in the nominating con- 
vention. Whatever may be thought of Gen- 
eral Arthur, no nominatingconvention would 
ever seriously consider his name. The peo- 
pie will never put into the presidency a man 
who came into office through assassination 
Much as we all respect him, itis not in the 
nature of things that he should seriously

CLEWS ON CORNERS. 


The Well-Known New York Banker Gives His Opin 
len on Oorners and Futures. 

New York, December 25.—The senate com- 
mittee on ‘‘corners’’ resumed its sessions on 
Saturday. Mr. Henry Clews, banker and 
broker, of the firm of Henry Clews & Co., 
testified before that in his opinion ‘‘corners’’ 
are the result of speculations carried to ex- 
treme, and have universally led to disaster. 
Speaking of ‘‘futures,”’ witness saidin former 
years theamount of acrop was not known 
till it was gathered and sent to market, but 
at the present time, by means of cable and 
telegraph, the vaiue of the crop can be ascer- 
tained. This leads ‘o speculation in futures 
All importing houses deal in futures. The 
goods are sold to be delivered in a month or 
year from the showing of samples. The goods 
may eitherhave to be made or grown ?n the 
meantime; or they imust come 3,500 miles 
across the seas. These transactions are legiti- 
mute speculations. There is no need for any 
legislative action to put a stoB to yankee en- 
lerprise and legitimate specu fation. 

Mr. Clews strongly deprecated any inter- 
ference on the part of the legislature and 
cited cases to show that no intei:ference 
In conclusion witness 
said: ‘‘There however, a class of stock 
and grain dealing which should be suppressed 
by law, and these are ‘‘bucket shops.’’ This 
business is merely betting on quotations as 
they pass over the tape on the indicator. The 
inducements held out by circulars sent out 
bysuch concerns capture as customers peo- 
pie of small means, as clerksand servants. 
Chis ‘bueket shop’ business leads not unfre- 
quently to acts of dishonesty. Railroads ob- 
tain their franchises through either congress 
or state legislatures, hence are under their 
control and can be regulated thereby. ‘Pool- 
ing’ of railroads should be prohibited by law; 
so should combinations of companies, 
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coa! 
interests and public policy. They build up 
monopolies, thereby enriching and making 
all poweriul the few at the expense of the 
many. Shortsales of futures, especially in 
the grain market, form at times animportant 
sustalming power in the market.”’ 

Mr. Clews, in answer to questions, said his 
business amounts to more than nifty million 
doliars a year. The witness then gave an out- 
line of the Hannibal and St. Joe ‘‘corner,’’ 
when stock ran upto 208 without paying a 
dividend.

DON'T KNOW THEIR OWN MINDS. 

WASHINGTON, December 25.—Memoers of 
the judiciary committee of congress are in 
anxious condition of mind regarding tieir 
duties in connection with the billto establish 
an adjunct tu the supreme court involving 
nine courts and altogether eighteen new 
judges, who would be appointed by the pres- 
ident soon after the passage of the bill.

The ofiicers 
who were stationed there were powerless to 
stop it. The disorder became so great that 
the officers attempted to arrest two or three 
parties. They had hardly made the arrests 
when the crowd by a concerted action 
rushed in and forcibiy took the 
prisoners from the officers. The officers did 
their best but-were unable to cope with the 
crowd. Assoon as the captains learned of 
the outrage they went tothe scene and were 
ready to do all in their power to arrest the 
men who had rescued the prisoners, but as 
the rescue had been effected in the dark and 
was done by a general crowd in which no- 
body could be identified, they could do nuth- 
ing. By twelve everything was reasonably 
quiet, the bars having been closed much ear- 
lier than usual. Some of the bars closed before 
night. Below isa history of the day’s casualties: 
A NEGRO KILLED. 

Yesterday morning about half past nine 
c’clock a negro man named Henry Johnson 
shot and instantly killed Hugh Mathews. a 
negro boy, 1n a cabin back of the ice house. 
The spot where the shooting ocurred isin the 
alley leading from Thompson street to the 
rear of the ice factory, and is within about 
forty feet of where young Aleck Joyner was 
recently murdered. 

After firing Johnson rushed from the cabin 
and ran across the Central railroad track pur- 
sued by anumber of negro-men and women 
who had witnessed the shooting. He was 
captured in the rear of Mr. Hugh Lynch’s 
quarry—abouta mile from town—by officer 
Bone. Johnson offered some resistence when 
overtaken, and only submitted to arrest at 
the muzzie of the policeman’s pistol. 
He was carried to the station 
house and there locked up. 
The body of. the murdered boy was laid on 
a bed in one of the adjacent cabins. 

Coroner Hilburn, being notified of the 
killing, summoned a jury and an inquest 
was held.
